THE HARSHALL SPEECH SIGNALLED AN ECONOMIC REHABILITATION 
EFFORT WITHOUT PRECEDENT. AND THE RESULTS IT PRODUCED ARE 
FELT TG THIS DAY--FOR EXANIPLE, IN THE CLOSE TIES THAT BIND 
WESTERN EUROPE AND THE UITED STATES, A RELATIONSHIP THAT 
HAS PROVED TO GE OF IiMiiENSE ECONOMIC DENEFIT TO BOTH, 

EVEN THOUGH THE UNITED STATES WADE THE VAST ECONOMIC EFFORT 
AVAILABLE TO THE NATIONS OF EASTERN EUROPE, THE SOVIET UNION 
MADE THEt: REJECT THE WHOLE CONCEPT, 

AND WHILE THE SIESTERN WORLD TODAY FACES ECONOMIC PROBLEHS 
ENTIRELY DIFFERENT AND MORE COMPLEX THAN IT DID ALMOST THREE 
DECADES AGO, WHAT THE HARSHALL PLAN STARTED IS CONTRIBUTING 
HEAVILY TO FINDING SOLUTIONS FOR THOSE PROBLEHS. THE JOINT UNITS 
STATES-WEST EUROPEAN EFFORT THE MARSHALL SPEECH STIMULATED LED 
TO THE EVENTUAL CREATION OF THE EUROPEAN COHIION HiARKET. THE WHO 
COMPLEX WEB OF THE ‘ORLD'S CURRENT ECONOMIC ARRANGEMENTS 
CAN BE SAID TO HAVE HAD THEIR INCEPTION IN MANY OF THE IDEAS 


AND INITIATIVES WHICH THE iiARSHALL PLAN PRODUCED. IN THIS 
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CATEGORY ARE SUCH ARRANGEMENTS AS THE GENERAL AGREEHENT ON 
TARIFFS ANO TRADE (GATT), THE INTERNATIONAL ENERGY AGENCY, 
AND THE SO-CALLED NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE--THE TALKS DETWEEN 
INDUSTRIALIZED AHD DEVELOPIt:G COUNTRIES ON NEW 
ECOMOMIC RELATIONS. THE MARSHALL PLAN, IN FACT, 
CAN BE SAID TO STILL EXIST If! THE PRESENT-DAY OECD. CcoPT) 
LATER THIS HONTH, IN PUERTO RICO, THE ECONOHIC SUItiIT OF INDUS- 
TRIALIZED NATIONS WILL OISCUSS A STRATEGY FOR CONTROLLING 
THE WORLD ECONOMY'S RAPID RECOVERY FROI. ITS LATEST RECESSION, 
A DEVELOPHENT THREATENING A NEW WAVE OF INFLATION AND 
ECONOI-IC SLOWDOWNS. CEiD CPT) 

THE TiARSHALL PLAN, WHILE DIRECTLY BENEFITTING THE 
EUROPEAN ECONOMY, ALSO HAD PROFITAULE RESULTS FOR TilE ODEVELOPINE 
WORLD. FOR WESTERN EUROPE'S ECONOMIC RECOVERY COULD NOT HAVE 
BEEN ACCOMPLISHED WITHOUT THE RAW MATERIALS FROM THE DEVELOPING 
NATIONS OF ASIA, AFRICA, Ti#E HIDDLE EAST AND LATIN AjiERICA 
THAT KEPT THE INDUSTRIES OF EUROPE PRODUCING THE GOODS NEEDED 
BY THE WCRLD, AS THE EUROPEANS BOUGHT ASIAN, AFRICAN, HIDDLE 
EAST AND LATIN ANERICAH COM:ODITIES, THESE HELPED THE ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPHENT IN THOSE PARTS OF THE WORLD. 

THIS, THEN, IS THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE TWENTY-NINTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE HARSHALL PLAN. 
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
